He lives st Ballycarnew, on 200 acres of freehold He 
hed a daughter, Susan, just turned eighteen, a pretty, dark-eyed 
lase, the pride of bis heart Latterly, Farmer Bolton had been 
thinking on his daughter's matrimonial prospects, and it was well 
known in the village tbat be bad expressed bis intention of giving 
her the tidy sum of £1 000, with wbich to commence house- 
keeping as soon as she found "a lover both gallant and gay.” 
About two miles and a half from Ballgcarnew lived Michael 
Kavanagh, ۵ carpenter He came to the farm house, saw

Farmer Bolton communica with the autborities, and the 
result was that John Oollins and Mary Anne Boache were on 
Saturday morning last placed in the dook at the Capel-street Police- 
office, before Mr. Stronge, charged with making a false declaration 
to procure the marriage of Suesnne Bolton, otherwise Kavansgb. 
Mr Kevanah is now “on his keeping,” and can’t be found. Mrs. 
Kavanagh made an affidavit setting forth the facts of the case as 
above narrated.

Tux village of Hirwain, Glamorganshire, was on Ssturday 
thrown into a state of excitement in consequence of ite becoming 
known that an engineer named Evan Williams had murdered his 
wife by strangli g her whilst asleep, and had afterwards put a 
period to his own existence by haoging himself from ۵ fron book 
in the ceiling of the kitchen of his dwelling-house. The first 
alarm was given by a little girl, a daughter of the deceased couple, 
who ran out of the house screaming, and in evident horror, and 
who, on being interrogated, said that ber father and mother were 
both dead. he neighbours at first hoped that she was suffering 
from some childish fear, but on enteriug the house they found the 
man hanging by the neck as already described, from the ceiling of 
his kitchen. They cut down the body as speedily as possible, aud 
found it still warm, but the vital spark had fled. They then went 
up-etairs, where the wife was found in bed and apparently aslesp. 
There were no indications of suy struggle having taken place, hụt 
the poor woman was quite dead, aud on her boʻy being examined 
it was foand that sho had been strangled, apparently in her sleep, 
by means of a cravat which was found drawn so tightly round her 
throat as to be do an extent embedded in the flesh. In her case 
also the body was not quite cold. It bas been ascertained that the 
murderer and his victim retired to bed as usual on the Friday night, 
and there can be no doubt that he got up at an early hour, and 
having first despatched his wife in the manner indi , went into 
the garden, cut down د‎ part of a clothes line, and hanged himself 
with غا‎ What motive led to, the perpetration of the double orime 
has not besu ascertained, but it is said that Williams, who was not 
forty years old, hes been in bad health, and has suffered in his 
spirits, so that lunacy may probably have led to the fearful 


tragedy. 

Os Saturday. at an inquest held by Dr. Lankester, at tbe Royal 
Free Hospital, Gray’s-iun-road, on view of the body of a male obild, 
two years and a-half old, whose death was caused by being burnt, 
the coroner observed that the deaths of females by fire were consi- 
derably in excees of those of males He had made a calculation, 
and ascertained that in the course of three years as many females 
had lost their lives by fire as were sacrificed from the same osuse at 
Santiago. That wes an immense number—over 2.500. This he 
attributed in a great measure to the extension of the dress by erino- 
line. Chere were not, on the same account, so many men as women 
burnt to death Last year he held inquests on ten grown-up females 
who were bernt to death, while he held only two inquests upon 
men from the same cause.

EXTRAORDINARY ABANDONMENT OF A SHIP, WITH‏ 
OARGO VALUED AT £150,000,‏ 4 
Ow Saturday & most remarkable case of ship abandonment wes‏ 
made known, and which exelted much attention in the City, The‏ 
West Indis which arrived a fow days since, brought intelli-‏ 
gence to the writers at Lloyd's of the abeodonment of the‏ 
ship John Linn, 1,647 tons, belonging to Messrs Fernie and Oo., of‏ 
Liverpool, on the lst of January, while on her from Bom-‏ 
bay to Liverpool, and that the officers and crew had been pick ed up‏ 
in the boats. Subsequen:ly a letter was received from the master,‏ 
confirming the abandonment, and adding that when he left the ship‏ 
the water was within four feef of her main beams, and nothing‏ 
could save her. The large amount of insurances on the cargo—we‏ 
understand about £160 000 —led to inquiries as to the character of‏ 
the sbipments. They were found to comprise about 3,193 bales of‏ 
cotton (vslued at £40 per bale), 8 447 owt of cloves, 890 bales of‏ 
wool, 180 tons of hemp, 120 tons ot Corah yarn and other East‏ 
fudis produce. It will be esen from this that the nature of the‏ 
cargo wae CI to beep the ship afloat, even if she filled with‏ 
water. A few days after she was abandoned she was boarded by‏ 
the crew. of the ship Deogaum, Captain Boogletdle, now at Flush-‏ 
ing, who reported her ss follows:—" In lat. 20, long. 38, fell in‏ 
with the derelict ship John Linn, of Liverpool he had only‏ 
three feet of water in her, and was making not more than half an‏ 
inch an hour. They laid by and sai ed her for two days and a‏ 
night, and could have taken her into Barbedoes had be (Captain‏

this report is correct, the abandonment of this valuable ship seems‏ 
somewhat unaccountable Had Osptain letdle succeeded in‏ 
getting the valuable derelict into port his ship and crew would,‏ 
probably, have been entitled to £50 000 for salvage service. The‏ 
underwriters are satisfied the cargo of the John Linn will keep her‏ 
afloat for weeks, and are sanguine of hearing of her being picked‏

A GAMEKEEPER OHARGED WITH MURDER. 


A sHOOKING affair has just occurred in the southern division of War- 
wickshire, and has resulted in s coroners warrant of committal 
being issued against the of the late High Sheriff of that 
county for wilfal murder under tbe following ciroums'ances and 
facts:—There is a footpath leading from the village of Lower 
Brailes, near Shipston-on-Stour, to Harn ug an, and affording the 
villagers the nearest route into the adjoining counties of Gloucester 
and Worcester. This footpath, sbout which there ie œ disputed 
right of way, through the game preserves in be 

ot Mr. H. J. Sheldon, of Lower Brailes and the farms of his tenants. 
The depredations of poachers caused him to order his gamekeeper 
to stop any suspicious characters and search them, and onthe 28th 
of December last the keeper stopped Henry Olifton, an agricultural 
labourer, employed on Mr. Garreit's holdings, asking Olifton to 
allow him to search him. The man refused to be — and the 
keeper afterwards stated that he would haveshot him “if he had 
got his pistol.” The refusal of Olifton to allow the search probably 
engendered some ill-feeling in the mind of the ME On Thurs- 
day evening last, between five and six o'clock, Clifton was return- 
ingalongthefootpath over the Brailes hills in company with a fellow- 
labourer, and when they had nearly reached tne village they bad 
to pass along the footpath already mentioned, on a piece of ground 
in the oompation of Mr. Harris, another of Mr. Sheldon’s tenants. 
George Ditton, the keeper, was there, with a double-barrelled 
loaded gun. When themen were on or near the footpath in this 
field Ditton told them they had no business there, they were tres- 
passers An altercation ensued between Ditton and Olifton, the 
former holding the latter by the collar. A struggle took place, in 
which Olifton tried to release himself from Ditton's grasp, and 
Ditton attempted either to drive the man back or prevent him going 
on. Olifton released himself by a desperate effort, and on getting 
free struck the keeper three or four times on the back and 
shoulders with a stiok, which Ditton discharged hie gun at 
him, and the contemts ed in his left side. The wounded man 
died in a few minates, after simply imploring God to receive his 
-— Ditton went home, and was there &pprehended by Sergeant

A FEARFUL DOUBT. 


A woman named Ellen Gaunt had long resided at Matlock, but 
being in the Jast stage of consumption she came to Derby on the 
24th of October last year, and remained with her sister and her 
husband, Mr and Mrs, Hadfield, at Pear- tree, till the 24th of Janu- 
ary, when she died. The decea-ed was seen by no doctor in Derby, 
having been told by Mr. Brown, of Matlock, before she came hero, 
that she conld not recover. The deceased, after her death, was 
taken to Matlock, and was buried there on the 28th of January. 
An official report states that at tbe burial, “on the sexton 
filling in the grave he fancied he heard a noise in the coffin, 
and he at once informed the minister, who went out and 
heard similar sounds; another person was then called, and 
also eventually Dr. Cash The boty was taken ont of the 
eoffin, and Dr. Cash attempted to bleed it, and a drop or two of 
blood issued from the incision. The doctor pronounced her dead, 
end that she had been so for some time. She was again placed in 
the grave and covered up" These events naturally caused great 
excitement in the town, and es soon as the chief consta^le becamo 
acquainted with the circumstances be instituted an inquiry. Dr. 
Brown, who hed attended the deceased, says:— For some weeks 
before her leaving Matloek for Derby T attended her, and in- 
formed her friends and herself that her case was hopeless, as 
She was suffering from tubercular disease of the lunas, and 
would only live some three or four months, &e she was 
far advanced in the last staze of consumption. I gave 
& certificate as to the cause of death, as I wae informed that no 
other medios] man bad visited her after she left Matlock I know 
nothing about the foneral or the knocking in the coffin, beyond so 
much disgusting and foolish talk, which would hardly have been 
tolerated four centusies ago.” In the course of the inquiry the 
rector of Matlock was applied to, and in his statement he says :— 
„Soon after I had left the churchyard the parish clerk came to the 
rectory to say thet he bed heard ۵ strange noise ia the grave. 
1 immediately went with him to the spot, sod after listening a 
short time I heard a peculiar knocking proceeding from the grave, 
and apparently in the coffin. I then went to call Mr. John Klee, 
one of the church wardeue, who also heard the knocking. Wo imme- 
diately ordered the coffin to be uncovered, and while the clerk was 
doing so I ran to the house where tho friends of the deceased were 
and told them what be had heard. I also sent for a p licomau and 
for Dr. ash, the latter of whom examined the corpse and pro- 
nounced her to be dead, but declared he could not say how long she 
hed been dead. I cannot offer any opinion myself as to the canssa 
of the noises—that is, and ever will be, a mystery; but to Mr Else, 
the parish clerk, aud myself they were more than sufficiently 
suspicious to justify us in what we did." No further explanation of 
the * noises" has yet been pm and the excitement which the 
event had originated has subsided — Derby Mercury. 


CAPE DIAMOND, ON THE RIVER 8T. LAWRENCE. 
THE severity of tho weather, which has again set in with increased 
force, comes far short of that which is experiene: d iu Oanada Our 
canals and rivers have scarcely been impeded ; but on the river St.

He spoke English tolerably well, and when his hands and 
elbows were closely fastened to his side he leant for- 
ward and in a few broken words said to Mr. Sheriff 
Cave that quite admitted the justice of his punishment, but until 
then he had never seen how wicked his crime had been or how de- 
serving it was of death. This was the only approsch to & public 
confession made by any of the men. The Roman Catholic clergy- 
men who attended the others kept their confessions rigidly seoret, 
as is the rule of faith with them, though it was somehow nnder- 
stood that all had acknowledged the justice of their sentences more 
or less directly.

Tun Government have lost no time in submitting to parliament a 
measure for the modification of the system under which sentences 
of pena! servitude are at present carried into effect. The proposed 
Bill ig based upon the report of the royal commissioners appointed 
more than a year since to inquire into the operation of the existing 
law, and it embodies many of their recommondations. If this 
measure receives the sanction of the legislature, it will at least pos- 
aees the merit of clearly defining the nature of the punishment of 
penal servitude, and will give to it that element of cartainty which, 
under the present system, it undoubtedly wants The most im- 
portant modifications in the present system effected by Sir George 
Grey's Bill regard the length of the terms of penal servitude to 
which convicts may be sentenced, and the circumstances under 
which those terme may subsequently be abridged. The commis- 
sloners suggested that the minimum term of penal servitude to 
which a criminal could be sentenced should be seven years, instead 
of being, as at present, only four. The Government, whilst 
acknowledging the expediency of increasing the present mini- 
mum, have, however, fixed it at five years, instead of seven, 
In regard to the remission of sentences, the Government 
have admitted the expediency of holding forth some induce- 
ment to & prisoner undergoing penal servitude to submit with 
docility to prison regulations and to reform bis life. It is pro- 
vided by the new Bill that it shall be discretionary with the 
authorities to remit & portion of the sentence, but that in no case 
shall a convict serve for less than three-fourths of the term to which 
he bas been sentenced. We cannot help thinking that this arrange 
ment is the beet compromise which could possibly have been 
effected. The ess-ntial element of certainty whioh all punishments 
ehould possess will be secured, whilst at the same time the convict 
will not be bereft of all inducement to conduct bimself well. A 
sentence of penal servitude for five years may not necessarily mean 
imprisonment for the whole of that period; but it will mean, in 
any ovent, the loss of liberty for three years and nine months. The 
criminal asses will henceforth be ‘able to compute with certainty 
the extent of panishment to which in any event they must submit 
This will be an undoubted gain for society. Penal servitude has 
hitherto ceased to terrify because of its extreme uncertainty. Under 
the new law it will be invested with a different character, and 
those who render thomselves liable to it will at least know what 
they have to expect.

HOSPITAL FOR SIOK CHILDREN. 

THE 12th annual meeting of the friends and su of this in- 
stitution was recently held in the board-room hospital, Great 
Ormond. street, Bloomsbary, tbe Hon Major Vereker in the obair. 
The esoretary read the report, which congratulated te. subscribers 
on the steadily improving position of the charity, and the highly 
efficient state of the hospital, exceeding that of any former period 
of ite existence. The number both of in and out patients hag in- 
creased ; the in-patients in 1863 being 571 against 548 in 1862, end 
the out-patients 11,670 against 9618. The subscriptions at the 
late annual festival amounted to £1,151, and during the two 
vears donations from unknown friends «f £250 oach had سا‎ re» 
ceived, and a reversionary bequest of £1000 has been taft by the 
late Dr Ove. The report then refers to the interest taken fn the 
hospital by her Majesty, es eviuoed by her second present at Christe 
mas of a large quantity of toys for the amusement of the inmates, 
and also to the services rendered 1 eminent members of the 
medical profession. The oharity suffered a great lose during 
the year by the death of the treasurer, Mr. John Labouchere, 
whose place had been supplied by Mr. V. B. 1 hornton. The re- 
port also congr& ulates the friends of the charity upon the fact that 
the annual subscriptions for 1863 show an increase of npwards of 
£400 over those of 1862. The gross receipts for the year had been 
£4880 122 8d, and the expenditure, including repayment of a 
loan of £300, snd £560 placed to deposit account, had been 
44 602 12. 8d, leaving a balance of £278 The amount of in- 
veste! stook was now £2,568 The report was adopted, and the 
committee and other offic re for the ensuing year werê elected. Votes 
of thanks having been given to the medical offloers and to the 
chairman, the proceedings terminated.

THE NEW MEXICAN EMPEROR. 
Tus Memorial Diplomatique Gays :— 

+ While the Mexican deputation are in receiving the 

complement of the votes collected by the Ayuntamientos of the 

cities, the Archduke and Arobduchess Maximilian will ge 
to take leave of the Belgian royal family, and pay a visit to the 
two Oourts of the Tuileries and Windsor. The Princess Charlotte 
has already left Miramar, and will await the archduke at Brussels, 
where his highness is expected on Monday eveuing or. Tuesday 
morning next They will quit the Belgian capital together, and 
reach Paris on Thursday. Their imperial highnesses will alight at 
the Tuileries and occupy the Pavilion Marsan, on the express invi- 
tation of the Emperor Napoleon. If no unfureseen circumstances 
arise, the archduke and archduchess will cross the Channel and 
reach Windsor at the same time as the King of the Belgians, to be 
present at the baptism of the infant Dake of Cornwall, which cere- 
mony is fixed for the 10th of next month. On quitting England 
their imperial highnesees will return direct to Vienna, where the 
official reception of the Mexican deputation will take place. Imme- 
diately the deputation shall have received the formal assent of his 
apostolic majesty it will proclaim the accession of Maximilian I in 
the name of the Mexican people. The Emperor and Empress of 
Austria, as well as the other members of the imperial family, will

This went on 
till three in the morning, when things subsided till Sunday even- 
ing, when another scene of the same kind took place; but instead 
of using bayonets and guns, the authorities bad fire engines brought 
out, from which they pumped wa'er on the crowd. Yesterday and 
to-day have been quiet; explanations have taken place; the pr in- 
cipal generals have been recalled, and every one saya they will for- 
feit their lives for what they have done; but ٤ hope they will be 
able to prove they could not help it.

GERMAN VIEWS TOWARDS ENGLAND 
THE subjoined article, taken irom the Wanderer 


tereste and foreign opinions When, some years 
since, the attention of a no longer living English 
diplomatist, cesually residing at Vienna wes 
drawn to the logical o»ntradictione in certain de- 
spatches written by Earl Russell, he replied that 
England had never based her on being dis- 
tinguished by logis Lord Eigin might have 
easily become acquainted with other observations 
respecting the character of English politics, and 
if be had been sincere also, he would have found 
opportanity to reply that Eoglaod had never 
based her pride upon being accurately informed 
respecting justice and injustice; on acting a- 
cording to other motives than those of her own 
advantage, united with her and her ia- 
Solence respec.ing the rights of nations; or on 
magnavimity towards a weaker opponent in re- 
nouncing grounded or unzrounded claims. On 
the contrary, English policy has many times 
distinguished itself by cringing before tre strong, 
and by hsoghtiness to + weak. It is the 
character of enobbiem which is transferred from 
English private life to English politics. To yield 
to the first opposition, and to indemnify itself for 
8o doing on those who can offer no resistance, 

for along time been the heroism of Englieh policy, 
which has taken goaa care nob to pick a quarrel 
with the Unued States, but therefore carries off 
Brasilian ships because د‎ drunken English officer 
who has conducted himself clownishly in the 
streets of Rio Janeiro received a due reprimend 
from the police. We know very well that Eog- 
‘land took part in the Orimean war, but also only 
took part in it, because the truth is that 
the Emperor of the French was the leader, 
and E:glend only helped to reslize . the 
objects of the war. We know very well 
how willingly England would revenge herself 
upon him for this; but we know also who 
might be sent on first to poll these hot chesnuts 
ont of the fre. We know very well that English 
children are taught in the schools that England 
alone freed Europe from French tyranny by the 
battle of Waterloo; but we know also that the 
story is otberwise related in the German schools; 
snd — according to German accounts, Marshal 
Forward, who was called at that time old Blucher, 
helped England out of the acr&pe. We know 

well that English war vessels could inflict 
damage on the German coasts; we know also that 
England would thereby inflict the greatest damage 
on her commerce with Germany. If the langnage

formation of a league :hroughout Germany for the 
discontinuance of the use of English goods, the 
moderate commencement of a reprisal the 
Germen people.

lish to believe that the French would not be glad

INFANTIOIDE BY A MOTHER.—VERDIOT 
OF WILFUL MURDER. 

Ox Monday, an lak ry was held before Mr. Len- 
kester, at the Duke of York, on the body of a male 
child, which was found concealed ip a cesspool at 
the back of Mr Lavey's residence, 341, City-road. 
It appeared from the evideno+ of a constable of 
the N division, and that of the landlady of the 
house and a medical man, who was oa'led in on 
the discovery of the body, ibat on the 29th of 
tho previous month s female servant employed by 
Mrs Lavey was taken ill, and from appearance it 
was suspected that she had been delivered of a 
child. Dr. Powell was called iv, and after exami- 
nation, certified to that effect, when a constable 
was sent for, and & seerch instituted for the dis- 
covery of the child After some considerable time 
the officer proved suooessfoÌ in his search, having 
fonod the body of a male child, which had been 
thrust down a cesspool and covered with the soil 

Ow being washed and examined, a ligature was 
found fastened tightly round the throat. The 
body was then handed over to the doctor, in order 
tha: he might make & mortem examipation, 
and the mother was placed under the surveillance 
ef the police. On Monday Selina Kent appeared, 
with Mr. Beard, her solicitor, to answer any 
charge which might be brought against her. The 
principal evidence against the woman was that of 
Dr. Powell, who stated that although the brain 
and the lungs were congested, both cavities of the 
heart ware emptied of blood. Buch a circumstance 
wa: most unusual in cases of soffocation, and 
although he (Dr. Powell) bad seen and heerd of 
such cases, they proved ۵ very peculiar exception. 
The Coroner said that iu nine cases out of ten 
of suffocation, instead of both cavities of the heart 
being destitute of blood, the right cavity wag in- 
variably fall. Having drawn the attention of the 
jury to the principal points of the evidence ad- 
duced, the roon was cleared of strangers, and 
alter about balf an hour's deliberation, a verdict 
of “ Wiltul murder" was returned against Selina 
Kent, and she was committed for trial on the 
coroner's warrant. 


ALLEGED MURDER AT RINGSTEAD 

FOUR "EEN YEARS AGO. 
Ox Monday, Wiiliam Weekley Ball, aged forty- 
five, described as a butcher of Kamney, Northamp- 
tonshire, was brought up in the custody of 
Inspector Williamson, at the Thrapstope police- 
court, on the cherge of having murdered one 
Lydia Attley, in the year 1850, now just fourteen 
years ago. 

A plan was produced showing the proximity of 
the prisoner's house at Ringstead to a spot where 
the skeleton was found, which is about a quarter 
of a mile, and can be approached mainly by a 
back-way across fields, it being necessary only to 
traverse the dullest part of the main road for 
about twenty yerde. 

The prisoner, who ie a fresh- coloured, respect- 
able man, upon being placed at the bur, glanced 
hurriedly round him, and then appeared to pay 
great attention to the investigation as it pro- 
ceeded. 

Elizabeth Groom deposed that she was the 
sister of Lydia A'tlev, who disappeared on the 
23rd July, 1850. She had often seen the prisoner 
go to her *í-ter'a house, and whenever he went 
they were left together, 

Mary Ann M.nning, who lived with Lydia 
Attley upto the time of her disappearance, said 
that the deceased was at (he time cloee to her con- 
finement. On the night of the 126 July, 1850 
Lydia went out, saying that she should not be 
long. Witness n ver saw her again. 

Joseph Groom: I am a labourer residing at 
Ringstead, and lived there in 1850. I recollect 
the night before Lydia Attley was missed. On 
that night I was smoking my pipe in a street in 
Ringstead. I did mot see a man and woman to- 
gether, but I heard their voices, which I knew. 
A short time before I gaw Lydia Attley I 
cannot say that I knew the prisoner's 
voico so well but I knew Lydia Attley's 
quite well. I know Ball's orchard. The 
place where I was standing was near the 
entrance to Ball's orchard, but there were two 
boards that prevented my seeing. I heard two 
people go into the orchard, and Lydia Attiey 
said, " 1 am not going in there with re to-night.” 
I heard her say soon afterwards, “I believe you 
mean killing me to-night, Weekley Ball.” I aleo 
heard her say, “The Lord have upon me 
if I am to die in the state I am inl" T heard a 
noise as if it was getting weaker. It was a 
human voios». This vas about a quarter to ten 
o'clock. I have never seen Lydia Attley since. 

Tho witness was closely cross-examined, but 
persisted in his statement. 

By the Rev. Mr. Daltry: I did not think the 
noise serious, so I did not interfere. I thought it 
was a row only. 

John Hill, a Jabourer, deposed to having seen 
Pall meet Lydia A'tley on the night of the 22nd 
July, 1850. He bad himself watched them. They 
went down the lane which leads to the back gate 
of Weekley Ball's orchard. I heard Lydia — 
Say,“ I won't ;“ and when they got further down, 
heard her say, “I won't; it’s yours and nobody 
else's.” Then I went on till I got to the hedge 
of the stile; then I skulked down under 
the hedge, because I was so close to 
them. They had not then got to Ball's 
orchard, but they went down the turn lead- 
ine to Ball's orchard and I heard her say, "I 
won't go in there, Week, to-night.” She called 
that out two or three times, and she retreated a 
little, and Ball went up to ber, looking to me as if 
he caught hold of ber, but I can’t swear to that 
Then thev went towards the gate leading into 
Balls orchard, and I heard the latch go They 
then disappeared. I then went home. The wit- 
ness added that the next morning be saw the pri- 
soner come from the direction of the place where 


the body wag found.
